| Minute Instructiofis Received. 

Early last May the local firm 
| received a letter bearing the name 
of “A. ©. Alt & Co., printers, sta- 
tioners and engravers, Box 2634, 
Denver, Calo.” The letter inquired 
as to the cost of printing 600 bonds. 
The local firm wrote that the cost 
would be about $300, and, on May 
18, received a sample $1000 bond, 
with an order for 600 duplicates, 
except for signatures and seals. Fhe 
letter, signed ‘‘A. C. Alt,” 
minute instru&tions as _ to 
printing. 

“We are just organizing and are 
not yet rated, but we can arrange 
to pay part when order is placed 
and part when completed,” “Alt” 
wrote.

Presiding Judge Smiley, the

Smiley said he would seek to 
retain the position and force Weh- 
meyer to prove he was elected 
legally, on the strength of an opin- 
ion by County Counselor Nolan.

Cusack, Irish immigrant, who 
built up here one of the largest 
outdoor advertising businesses in 


pneumonia at the age of 68. Fu- 
neral servjces will be held Monday. 

Death followed a short fliness at 
his Oak Park home, where he had 
spent most of his time since re- 
tirement three years ago from the 
company which he founded. 

Active in his prime as a civic 
and political figure, Cusack was 
best known for his cordial rela- 
tions with his employes. It was 
@is pride he never was confronted 
by a strike of his workmen, and he 
was gratified by the improved 
working conditions ef his employes. 

“When I was a lad,” he re- 
marked once, “everybody wanted 
to pay everybody else too little.” 

In his lifetime he asserted, the 
wages of sign painters increased 
by more than a thousand per cent. 
“When I started as a sign painter,” 
he recalled, “we got $8 a week. 
Now I pay my men $M.to $15 a 
day.’ 

Aided Rescue Work. 

Always a picturesque figure, he 
was found a few years ago after 
the wreck of a train on which he 
was a passenger, wielding an ax 
and freeing passengers imprisoned 
in the crash. 

Newspaper men pressed him for 
the details of his heroism, related 
by others aboard the train. He re- 
ferred them to a Pullman porter 
and said: “Here was the _ real 
hero. Have him tell you what he 
did and forget about me.” 

Thomas Cusack began his busi- 
ness career in 1875 in Chicago. He 
was then 16 years old and was not 
long “over” from Ireland. Before 
that time he had been a wagon 
painter.

The commission’s statement says 
in part: 

“There is a widespread discus- 
sion as to when the State highway 
svstem will be completed and as to 
the best way of financing sucr 
completion. If conditions be left 
unchanged as to rates and dispoti- 
tion of the State motor registration 
fees and the gasoline tax. the entire 
svatem of 7640 miles can be made 
all-weather roads by the end of 
1931 and can be brought to stand- 
ard completion three or four years 
later. 

Financial Outlook Bright. 

‘The financial outlook is bright. 
Although there will be about $5.- 
000.000 in bonds left for sale early 
in 1927. the program will be quite 
eubstantial, amounting to $13,000.- 
900 for construction. This includes 
$2.400,000 Federal aid. 
mainder will be provided by the 
excess of current road income. 

“Tn 1928 work will be on a 
strictly pay-as-we-£o basis.

Pontiff Recounts Fate of 
“Christian Virgins,”) Im- 


prisoned and Mistreated 
With “Satanic Hate.”

ROME, Nov. 20.—Pope Pius in 


an encyclical published today con- 
demns fie “Bloody Tyranny” suf- 
fered by the clergy and faithful in 
Mexico, exhorts those in other 
lands to continue prayers in be- 
half of the Mexicans, and expresses 
faith in the final victory of the 
church. ‘ 

He enlarges upon two themes, 


the increasing violence of the par- 
secution, including attacks on 
young women, and the growth of 
courageous, though peaceful, re- 
sistance. 

He examines especially “the ar- 
bitrary character of the so-called 
political constitution of 1917 and 
the intolerable way in which the 
conditions of the Catholics have 
been rendered even more tragic by 
the recent and even more odious 
law and by its violent application, 
accompanied by the grossest abuses 
of authority, reaching bloody ty- 
ranny.” 

Objects of Tyranny. 

The principal excesses of this 
tyranny. verified by incontestable 
testimony, he says, have been di- 
rected not only against holy places 
and persons but also against those 
citizens who dre most openly Cath- 
olic, and who therefore are sus 
pected of aversion for the anti- 
religious laws of their rulers, 

The description of conditions In 
Mexico, the encyclical says, recalis 
the atrocities of the worst periods 
of persecution, including the French 
revolution, whose martyrs the pon- 
tiff recently glorified, “thinking 
also of their imitators, the martyrs 
of Mexican persecution.” 

In contrast to the gloomy picture 
of the horrors of the persecution. 
the Pope describes the splendid, 
spectacle of resistance offered by 
bishops, priests and laymen, espe- 
cially the members of the principal 
Catholic associations, which he 
praises by name. 

Thesé include the Knights of 
Columbus, the Federation for De- 
fense of Religious Liberty, the As- 
sociation gf Mexican Catholic 
Youth and the Union of Mexican 
Catholic Women, all of which, he 
says, have earned the gratitude of 
the church and thel¢e country. 

He mentions the principal heroes 
in the fight for religious liberty, re- 
calling “with especial love and 
pride” those youths who, being 
ask@d to cheer for their persecutor. 
preferred death, which they met 
with rosaries in their hands, exalt- 
ing Christ as King. 

Imprisonment of Women. 

He also recounts the even more 
horrible fate of Christian virgins 
who, the encyclical says, have with 
“satanic hate” been imprisoned 
and subjected in prison te the 
worst ill treatment. 

The Pope then recalis the divine 
promise of future victory and the 
immortality of the church, even 
amid the most terrible storms, and 
expresses the hope that the perse- 
cutors may repent, realizing how 
much their country and they them- 
selves Owe to the church and the 
Catholic religion. 

All good civilization and progress 
existing in Mexico, the encyclical 
declares, came through the Catho- 
lic religion, which first saved the 
country from the greed of ita con 
querers, and later from the reac- 
tion of the natives; then enriched 
it with the splendors of religion. 
with all the benefitea of the Catho- 
lic religion, with institutes of char- 
ity and beneficence, and with 
schools of all grades and kinds.

Is Ours a Great Literary Age? | 


A Distinguished Poet Discusses the Question for Post-Dispatch 
Readers. 


EAR Mr. Neihardt: In regard- 
D ing this era of American liter- 

ature posterity will be in the 
position of a spectator who ffom a 
moving train watches a landscape 
and a town change in the distance, 
and assume propor@ens of differ- 
ent value from those presented 
when the train was pausing at the 
station or slowly moving away. 
Turns in the track will vary the 
perspective; hills will arise to shut 
spires from view: uplands will re- 
veal receding valleys; and forests 
will confuse memory of the scenes 
left behind. Posterity as the spec- 
tator on the advancing years will 
be surrounded by the events of the 
time, and by the persons of the mo- 
ment who will then be acting and 
creating; and these conditions will 
shape the appearance, and even the 
reality of our day. The future may 
move-in such a direction that fig- 
ures now little noted will stand 
above the hills; and others now 
prominent will sink below the 
}slopes. This figurative langhage 
may be interpreted to say that it 
takes two things to make an en- 
during book: first the man to write 
it, and second the age which must 
inevitably receive it and to which 
it belongs in blood and flesh. No 
one in Webster’s day would have 
dreamed that anything could be 
uttered which would be more mem- 
morable than his reply to Hayne, 
Yet a rail splitter from Illinois 
surpassed him, largely because his 
words more directly fitted into the 
destiny of the country. Lincoln’s 
age immortalized\the Gettysburg 
address, noble as it is of itself. No 
one was more obscure than Tho- 
reay was in his life time; but now 
his memory is cherished as much 
as Emerson’s; while Poe whose 
fame was sensational and limited 
as compared to Longfellow’s has 
risen to a purer height than the 
poet of Cambridge, leaving 
the versatile and active’ Lowell 
far below in the valley. And to 
mention Emerson again, but as a 
poet, there is a beauty and wisdom 
in his poems which equals Whit- 
man at his best, in spite of their 
bad rhymes and limping meters. So 
the list might be continued to 
show that either a man’s ake does 
not know him, or that the passing 
of time gives him his rightful place.

I 
feel confident, it is one of my 
imaginative forecasts, that America 
will produce in time the greatest 
literature that the world has ever 
known.
